Says Taylor 


‘The mere fact that there is 
a new spirit abroad about edu- 
cation is the greatest thing we've 
had since the whole system 
began,”’ 

his was the conclusion of 
Harold Taylor, edu ation pioneer 
and former president of Sarah 
Lawrence College, as he deliver- 
ed an SSC convocation address 
this Tuesday 

Discussing Ihe World and 
the American Student,’’ laylor 
asserted that the United States is 
the world’s most tremendously 
underdeveloped country with res- 
pect to the latent resources it 
possess for social and political 
change, 

laylor explained that there 
exists in the contemporary world 
&@ world-wide community of stu- 
dents and teachers united by a 
common concern thal society can 
be improved by social and politi- 
cal change of which they are will- 
ing to take charge. 

Such activities as the war and 
the space race, deflect great 
Sums of money that should be de- 
voted to the more important 
questions of American society. 

Within the U.S, university 
community, said Taylor, there 
exist the major sources for mak- 
ing social and political reforms 
in US and in world society, 

sut the university community 
he went on, is still too quiet on 
pressing issues and too prone to 
uncritically accept government 
money to carry out government 
plans. 

rurning to the present state 
of American educztion. laylor 
pointed out that the first federal

Sacramento \P ~ The 
Association of California State 
College Professors is sending 
petitions to its campus chapters 
sevking recall of Governor 
Ronald Reagan, the group’s ex- 
ecutive secretary said today 

The 3,300—member associa- 
tion’s state council earlier 
adopted a resolution Supporting 
“any serious organized effort 
to recall the governor.”’ 

Ross Y, Koen, executive sec- 
retary, said the associatio: 
leadership recently deciued to 
give specific support to the Re- 
call Reagan Committee, led by 
Nancy Parr of San Francisco, 

‘The petitions have been sent 
out to the chapters,’’ Koen said, 
‘While they’re not obligated by 
the action of the state council 
to distribute them, I think most 
of them will.”’ 

Miss Parr commented in a 
news release, ‘‘We are thrilled 
and gratified . We certainly 
recognize the damage that the 
Reagan administration has done 
to the institutions of higher 
learning throughout this state 
and are appreciative that this 
segment of our community ay 
preciates the absolute necessity 


to remove this reactionary from 
office,"’

Eight Senate members voted 
for conviction of Moore on 
charges of not attending Senate 
meetings and not posting office 
hours, Engineering representat- 
ive Dan Hinrichs did not vote in 
favor of impeachment, Moore was 
not present for the proceedings, 


Interviewed aiter the meeting 
Hinrichs pointed out that he had 
not actually voted against im- 
peachment since Chairman Jolin 
E. Sutter had not called for ‘‘nos”’ 


Bomb Threats 


Bomb scare threats kept SSC 
telephones busy Wednesday night, 
Anonymous telephone calls to the 
campus library, music building, 
KERS radio station and the SSC 
security office threatened that 
bombs were planted inthe library 
and music recital! hall. 

The first call came at 9:35 
p.m, to the library. Seconds later 
a call, apparently from the same 
caller, was received by the cam- 
pus security informing them of 
the ‘bomb in the library,’’ 

As a_ safety precaution, the 
350 people in the library were 
evacuated to the area in front of 
the building, 7 hey were allowed 
back into the library after ap- 
proximately 30 minutes, Campus 
security police, meanwhile, 

arched the library for any evi- 
dence of a bomb. Nothing was 
found, and at 10 p.m, the building 
as reopened, 

Minutes later, Gary Woodward, 

KERS station manager, received 


and “‘abstentions”’ after he called 
for the ‘‘yes,’"’ 

htinrichs added that he wished 
to give Moore sufficient time to 
resign before taking such severe 
action as impeachment, A two- 
thirds vote of the total member- 
Ship of the Senate was nex essary 
for impeachment, 

The charges had been brought 
against Moore by representative 
jane Hagerty and seconded by

The campus security office 
was also contacted by the anony - 
mous caller as to the bomb inthe 
music building, However, no 
safety precautions were taken 
this time. The threat was ignored 
by campus security officers. 

There are no specific laws re- 
garding precautions which must 
be taken in the event of bomb 
scares, however, the Sacramento 
County Sheriff's office said that 
“It’s just common sense to evac - 
uate and thoroughly search a 
building after a bomb scare.’”’ 

Neither the Sacramento ¢ ounty 
yheriff’s office nor local fire de - 
partment units were informed of 
the bomb scare inc idences, 
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Sugar Assault Case 


‘‘Case dismissed!’’ 

That was the last word of the 
Board of Justice yesterday onthe 
Sugar-Chatfield case, 

A hearing was heldon Tuesday 
to determine ifthe 0J had juris- 
diction in the case in which 
Student Philip Sugar ¢ harged 
Chuck Chatfield, assistant pro- 
fessor and special assistant to 
coliege president Dr. Robert 
Johns, with assault and battery 
and conduct unbecoming a profes- 
sor, 

\t the hearing, arguments both 
for and against B0OJ jurisdiction 
were given. ASSSC Attorney Gen- 
era! Tom White stated that the 
articles of incorpora‘ion for the 
ASSSC, from which the ASSS/ 
constitution was established, 
States that the purpose of the 
Student association was ‘‘to pro- 
mote the genera! welfare of the 
student.’’ He said that the BOJ 
had jurisdiction in the case be- 
Cause the welfare of a student was 
definitely involved, 

John Sutter, Student Senate 
Chairman, presented a brief to 
the court arguing that the BOJ had 
no jurisdiction for several rea- 
sons. Among the reasons Sutter 
gave were that the charges ofas- 
sault and battery were clearly 
criminal and should be heard by 
a civil court, He said that he could 
find no ASSSC law that thad been 
broken by Chatfield and argued 
that the BOJ had no law to enforce 

Chief Justice Alan Newman 
announced yesterday that the BOJ 
did not have jurisdiction in the 
case, The text of the decision is 
as follows: 


It IS HEREBY ORDERED 
THAT this court has no jurisdic- 
tion to decide on the above men- 
tioned case, In a5-0 decisionthis 
court finds that: 

(1) There is no provision for 
this court to try a faculty mem- 
ber as we interpret the ASSS( 
Constitution, statutes, or Artic- 
les of Incorporation. 

(2) Only students or associate 
members of the ASSSC as defined 
by Article I, Section 3 of the 
ASSSC Constitution; falls within 
the jurisdiction of this court. 

(3) The California Education 
Code, which gives sanctionto this 
court, does not recognize our jur- 
isdiction in this case, 

(4) We, therefore, inform the 

plaintiff that if he wishes to pur- 
Sue the case he has remedies a- 
vailable to him inthe civi! courts, 
or the administrative processes 
of this college, Further it is this 
courts opinion: 
That both students and faculty of 
Sacramento State College are 
members of an academic com- 
munity, and that this community 
must not be divided, If this court 
were toarbitrarily assume juris- 
diction in this case it would be 
responsible for dividing this 
community, if we are to assume, 
as we have, that this sense of 
community is necessary and des- 
ireable, then any act to disrupt it 
by usurping the powers of those 
responsible for the general wel- 
fare of this community, ie, the 
\cademic Senate and the Presi- 
dent of the College, would be a 
grave error, and at best only par- 
tially warranted, 


Senate Calls for Bombing 
Halt , Negotiation of War 


By an 8-4-0 vote, the Student 
Senate Wednesday voted to pub- 
licly support ‘‘immediate ce ssat- 
ion of bombing of North Vietnam 
with increased steps toward the 
use of any avenue to negotiation 
and a politica! settlement of the 
Vietnam war.’’ 

The motion was introduced by 
arts and sciences representative 
Bill Schmidt. Schmidt pointed out 
to the Senate that they should vote 
in favor of the resolution in view 
of the vote favorable to negotia - 
tins which was given by voters 
in the recent ASSS( election, 

Voting for the resolution were 
representatives Jane Hagerty, 
Barbara Henderson, Mike Prich- 
ard, Judy Schefer, Bill Schmidt, 
Roger L. Smith, Dean Donald W. 
Bailey, and Professor CharlesT. 
Gregory. 


Voting against the resolution 
were Sharon Creglow, Dan Hin- 
richs, Dan McClean, Eddie Lee, 

The full text of the resolution 
is as follows: 

WHEREAS an end to the death 
and suffering existing in Vietnam 
is humanely desirable, and 


WHEREAS wars have been 
ended through the implementation 
of cease-fires and negotiations. 
and 

WHEREAS the SS(

On Friday, October 27, you 
published a letter by William 
M. Stull, Associate Professor 
of Business Administration, con- 
cerning an article on emigration 
to Canada published in The 
Student, October 9, issue #56. 

Upon reading this article, we 
have found both Professor Stull 
and The Hornet open to a charge 
of misrepresentation, The 
Hornet claimed that the article 
‘advocated immigration to 
Canada to avoid the draft.”’ 
Professor Stuil resented ‘‘. . 
this article’s advocation of law- 
lessness, fraud, and deceit.”’ 
The article in question advocated

virtually nothing. instead, it 
simply informed anyone already 
desiring to go to Canada what 
steps are necessary. We would 
remind both The Hornet and Pro- 
fessor Stull that the common 
definition of the verb ‘‘to advo- 
cate’ is ‘‘to plead in favor of,’’ 
or ‘‘to recommend, defend, or 
espouse a cause.’’ Only the 
very first paragraph ~ and a 
short one at that — was remotely 
connected with the act of advoca- 
tion, and this paragraph 
advocated only that individuals 
‘‘consider Canada’’ as a possible 
destination. The remaining 95% 
of the article was a recitation 


of the necessary steps for 
emigration, 
More important, we were 


unable to find justification for 
Professor Stull’s outrage at ‘‘the 
articles advocation of lawless- 
ness, fraud and deceit.’’ The 
article did not even mention any 
‘“‘lawless’’ = act. Only one 
reference to deceit appeared: a 
brief discussion of the necessity 
for giving Canadian officials a 
precise destination even if the 
potential immigrant had none. 
Here again this was not an 
advocation, unless, for example, 
the recipe for chocolate cake is 
an advocation of chocolate cake- 
baking. 

Since deceit and fraud are 
synonyms, we would conclude that 
this single example was probably 
Professor Stull’s justification for 
including ‘‘fraud’’ among his 
charges. So we are left with 
one mention of deceit and we 
can find not one instance which 
we can cali the ‘‘advocation of 
lawlessness, fraud and deceit.’’ 

And perhaps we should remind 
all concerned here that emigra- 
tion to Canada is not in itself 
an illegal act. United States 
citizens are free to emigrate if 
they so desire, and indeed we find 
that this freedom is one of the 
very things that differentiates our 
system of government from those 
of more restricted freedoms. 
Consequently, there is nothing 
‘‘lawless’* about the act of migra- 
tion to another country, nor 
should there be in a free society 

To paraphrase Professor Stull: 
‘“‘as loyal citizens of the United 
States,”’ it seems important to 
remember that loyalty to this 
country does not imply nec- 
essarily devotion to the whimsot 
the Johnson administration; it 
implies loyalty only to the basic 
Constitutional rights, privileges 
and responsibilities of demo- 
cratic government, Treason is 
the one law defined by the 
Constitution, and anyone con- 
cerned with loyalty wouid do well 
to read that document carefully 
before deciding who is loyal 
around here and who is 
‘‘lawless.’’ And ‘‘as faculty 
members of Sacramento State 
College,”” let us make certain 
that our reading is not pre judged 
by our own value systems. Such 
is ‘the responsibility of intellec- 
tua!s.’”

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FILM REVIEW 


Possibly one of the most elo- 
quent pleas for peace I have ever 
seen is Alain Resnais’ film, 
Hiroshima Mon Amour, 

Taking place fourteen years 
after the bombing of Hiroshima, 
the story concerns a love affair 
between a French actress and a 
Japanese architect. The conflict 
and complexity arise from the 
guilts experienced by the two peo- 
ple over their own experiences 
during the war. The actress 
(Emmanuelle Riva) had fallen in 
love with a German soldier and 
was punished by her people as a 
collaborator, The architect (Fiji 
Okada) carries the guilt of his 
family’s death in the Hiroshima 
bombing. 

Throughout the course of the 
Story these guilt feelings are 
brought to the surface through a 
series of excellent flashbacks, 

The secret meetings between the 
woman and her German lover are 
beautiful and touching. The flash- 
back to the death of the soldier are 
quick, sharp and highly effective, 

However, the most striking 
sequences in the film portray 
Hiroshima right after the bomb- 
ing. Throughout these scenes the 
woman is recalling the many hor- 
rible displays she has seeninthe 
Hiroshima museum, RKesnais 
uses newsreels of the atrocities 
at Hiroshima to emphasize the 
horror experienced by the people 
of Hiroshima and the effect it has 
made on the sensitive actress,

Whenever two lanes merge into 
one there is always a certain 
amount of courage (and judgment) 
required, If you cress over that 
white line separating the merge 
lane from the thru lane you’re 
impinging on the other fellow’s 
lane — but if you keep moving in 
YOUR lane until you’re past the 
end of the white dividing line, 
you’re in a merged lane where 
you both have an equal right 
to be. 

If a moderate speed is main- 
tained, Eastbound traffic on Jay 
will allow your entrance, In 
such a ‘‘merge’’ situation, the 
first car there has the right- 
of-way and by your remaining 
in motion, you pose no delay 
for them, and consequently they 
are quite willing to allow you 
your place in traffic.
